By the Associated Press, 
PARIS, May 13—The French 
overnment has notified President 
Roosevelt that it will pay the $19,- 


000,000 war debt interest which it 
defaulted last Dec. 15, only if a 
moratorium is declared on the next 
debt instalment due in June, it was 
revealed today. 

This position was explained to 
the American President by Andre 
de Laboulaye, the French Ambas- 
sador at Washington. A Govern- 
ment spokesman said the explana- 
ion was made in order that the 
‘nited States might be officially 
informed of the attitude of the 
Cabinet. 

Mr. Roosevelt, it is understood 
here, replied that the December 
interest must be paid before a mor- 
atorilum would be considered. 
When Edouard Herriot was in 
Washington as France’s special] 
envoy he presented the French po- 
sition but because of his differ- 
ences with Herriot, Premier Dala- 
dier desired to declare the Gov- 
ernment’s view in his own words. 
Without a guarantee of a mor- 
atorilum Premier Daladier feels, he 
has told friends, that he is not in 
a position to take the initiative for 
payment of the interest due last 
December. 

Herriot, in the light of his Wash- 
ington talks, appears more con- 
vinced than ever that the Decem-

WASHINGTON, May 13.—Acting 
under the law permitting assess- 
ment of 50 per cent, as a penalty 
for evasion of income taxes, the In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau has levied 
a deficiency tax of $9482 and a pen- 
alty of $4741 against Joseph J. 
Luechtefeld, St. Louis dealer in 
lumber and building supplies. 

Luechtefeld today petitioned the 
Board of Tax Appeals to overrule 
the bureau. He said his business 
ledgers were kept on the single en- 
try system which prevented him 
from presenting ready proof that 
they are accurate. He added that 
his bookkeeper made put his _in- 
come tax returns a that he 
signed them without verifying their 
accuracy. Hé@ also said his office 
had been entered and _ records 
stolen which would have helped him 
prove his contentions. 

The bureau charged him with 
having failed to report various 
items of income and‘ with under- 
statement of his business profits 
and rental income. He reported an 
income of $13,350 in 1929 and the 
bureau increased the figure to 
$42,894, while in 1930 he reported 
an income of $13,975 which the bu- 
reau said should have béen $48,956.

The bureau, in notifying him of 
its action, gave Luechtefeld an item- 
ized account of each dollar it said 
he had not properly reported as in- 
come.

Several times during the hearing 
he arose and paced nervously back 
and forth between the table and 
the witness chair. He is 75 years 
old. 

There was a whispered confer- 
ence of attorneys who crowded 
about the bench and John L. Gil- 
more, counsel for some of _ the 
heirs, asked Edwards to take the 
stand as the first witness. 

“You wish to resign as trustee 
of this estate?” he inquired, after 
Edwards had identified himself.

“Why?” 

“I think someone close to the 
family would be better as a trus- 
tee.” 

Judge Pearcy, who had been in- 
formed yesterday by counsel for 
the estate of irregularities in it, in- 
terrupted, and, addressing Ed- 
wards, said:

Mrs. Gasaway’s petition asserts 
she owns $3500 of the participations 
sold by the First National Co., of 
which $2500 will be due July 1 and 
$1000 will be due Nov. 1. 

She asserts that under the trust 
agreement of Jan. 3, 1922, by which 
the bank holds the underlying mort- 
gages back of the participations, 
the bank has authority, in case ma- 
turing certificates are not paid 
when due, to sell enough of the 
underlying securities to pay the 
amount due, and that if the ‘bank 
should exercise this authority un- 
der present conditions the interests 
of participations maturing at later 
dates would be impaired. 

The suit asks that a fair and im- 
partial receiver, or receivers, te 
appointed to take charge of the 
First National Co., and to take 
over and administer the collateral 
mortgages for the equal benefit of 
all the participation holders; that 
the trust agreement with the First 
National Bank be terminated. 

It is alleged the bank is not a 
proper party to administer the col- 
lateral security because the com- 
pany “is in fact an agency and 
adjunct of the bank,” and both are 
owned by the same interests. 

The petition charges that the 
First National Co. has made prof- 
its from its tax and borid depart- 
ments which were paid over to the 
bank and that such profits right- 
fully should have been held for the 
benefit of the participation hold- 
ers. An accounting of these profits 
is sought. 

It is charged that up to March 1, 
1933, the First National Co. “sold 
participations for full face value 
knowing there was not» sufficient 
money on hand to pay maturities 
due May 1 amounting to approxi- 
mately $300,000.

VETERANS WANT

HOUSE LEADERS

Two Quit ‘Liaison Commit- 
tee’ to Remove Basis for 
Criticism That Group Is 
Led by Reds.

WASHINGTON, May 13.— A 
growing band of more than 200 
members of the self-styled “right 
wing” of the bonus army incurred 
the displeasure of both the admin- 
istration and police today by re- 


fusing to accept Government-pr:- 
vided food and shelter if shared by 
veterans they declared to be “large- 
ly Communistic.” 

After a night spent without shel- 
ter on the rain-soaked grass of a 
city park, the “conservative” group 
showed no sign of relenting from 
its unanimous vote last night to 
remain aloof from the facilitics 
provided at Fort Hunt, Va. 

Violence to the person of Em- 
manuel Levin, self-conceded Com- 
munist and a leader of the Fort 
Hunt contingent, was narrowly 
averted last night. Members of the 
right wing group started to rush 
him when he tried to make a 
speech urging that they join the 
hundreds of ex-soldiers at the Gov- 
ernment-provided camp. 

Levin and Harold Hickerson, al- 
so an avowed Communist, resigned 
today from the “Veterans National 
Liaison Committee” which organ- 
ized the bonus army convention, 
so as to remove the basis for crit- 
icism that the assembly of veterans 
is Communist led. They said they 
did so in order that the “right 
wing” bonus seekers, could join the 
tent settlement. 

The Fort Hunt encampment 
housed: 1100 veterans today, with 
some more <>ntingents reported on 
the way. The latest arrivals were 
from California and Colorado under 
leadership of James Bartlett. 

Neither the shelterless nor the 
sheltered veterans showed any dis 
position to warm up to President 
Roosevelt’s offer to put 25,000 of 
their number to work in the for- 
est conservation camps. 
Disparaging remarks about the 
proposed pay of ‘one dollar a day,” 
coupled with statesments about 
“slavery” and “not for mine,” con- 
tinued to be heard within the 
bonus arnfy ranks. 

Meanwhile, House Democratic 
leaders were considering a move 
to shut off any vote on the bonus 
question at this session. It was in- 
dicated an adverse report from the 
Ways and Means Committee would 
be sought if necessary to stop a 
drive for cash payment. 

A petition is still pending, how- 
ever, to force a vote. Should 145 
signatures be’ affixed the question 
would come up on the floor. Twen- 
ty-nine names have been signed 
thus far.

GENEVA, Switzerland, May 13.—

leave tonight. 


BERLIN, May 13. — Chancellor 
Hitler conferred with National So- 
cialist party leaders in Munich to- 
day on a speech he will deliver to 
the Reichstag Wednesday as a dec- 
laration of Germany’s stand on dis- 
armament. To make this declara- 
tion he unexpectedly “ordered the 
Reichstag to convene. 

Hitler, it was said, will give his 
views of where the blame must rest 
if the disarmament conference 
fails. It was authoritatively stated 
that he would not announce Ger- 
man withdrawal from the confer- 
ence, but would seek to prepare the 
world for such an emergency. A 
party spokesman intimated Hitler 
would ask the rest of the world to 
keep its hands off Germany's inter- 
nal affairs. 

Hitler to Make Protest. 

He will protest against the fail- 
ure of other nations to disarm and 
he will defend Germany's uni- 
formed organizations, such as the 
Storm Troops. It is his contention 
that foreign nations hold erroneous 
views concerning the storm troops 
and the Steel Helmet war veterans. 

Hitler further intends to treat 
the disarmament problem in its 
broadest aspects in the hope of 
clearing the atmosphere for the 
world economic conference opening 
in June. This conference, in the 
government's view, can be success- 
ful only if the arms conference 
previously has achieved results.

Caulfield says: “The best way to attain 
efficiency and economy in government is 
to make it easy, not hard, for the people 
to change their public servants; to make 
it easy for the people to place responsi- 
bility for extravagance and inefficiency.’” 

If these statements are, as you state,

tint to the public. The utilities have abandoned 
many of their propaganda agencies, and reformed 
the practices of others. Some havé réducéd the 
amount of their capital appreciations. One concern, 
which the investigators found had $102,000,000 of 
“wind” on its books, had reduced the amount to $30,- 
000,000 by the time of the public hearing. Other firma 
have reduced the “management feea" of their holding 
companies to actual cost, from the 10 to 12 per cent 
previously charged. Another result has been the 
réduction of rates. An example given at the hearing 
was of one firm whose rate reductions, after the in- 
vestigation, had meant a saving of $2,600,000 to its 
customers in two years. State commissions have fol- 
lowed up the Federal body’s work, and have nego- 
tiated numerous other rate reductions. 

In the course of its researches, the commission has 
disclosed tax evasions which have resulted in col- 
lections that, according to Baldwin B. Bane, its spe- 
cial attorney, totaled “many, many times the cost of 
the utility investigation to date.” These findings 
have been turned over to the Attorney-General for 
action, as disclosed. The most recent instance was 
that of the United Gas Improvement Co., which, by 
a process of stock swapping with affiliates, allegedly 
made a profit of $9,000,000, oh which $1,125,000 tax 
is said to be due. 

The utility investigation is an immensely compli- 
cated subject, involving as it does thé tangled mazes 
of these-companieés’ financial set-ups. To quote Mr. 
Bane: “We fouhd that the péople who created these 
organizations do not know the way through the hold- 
ing companies that they have; they cannot find 
their own way through the labyrinth.” Some holding 
companies, he said, have as many as 600 subsidiaries, 
and it is necessary to go through the records of each 
for from 10 to 20 years to give a complete picture. 

Those who complain about the cost of these in- 
vestigations have not considered how the Trade Com- 
mission’s budget compares with that of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, which makes similar inqui- 
ries into railroad valuations. The Trade Commission 
in four years has spent about $1,250,000 on its utili- 
ties research. The I. C. C. in 15 years has spent 
about $45,000,000 in its railroad valuation work. The 
instances are comparable, since the country’s railroad 
investment is estimated at about 26 billion dollars, 
and that of electric and gas firms at 20 billions. 

The power investigation is only one phase of the 
Trade Commission’s work. This year it has been 
carrying out, in addition, at the direction of Con- 
gress, investigations into mercantile chain practices 
and trade conditions in cement, building materials, 
cotton seed and peanuts. Another part of its work is 
law enforcement with regard to trade practices. Con- 
gress, by its frequent ordering of special investiga- 
tions, has made the commission’s work more diffi- 
cult, in that these tasks have interfered with the 
work already undertaken. For this reason, the com- 
mission has taken the position that it will make no 
mofe investigations on resdlutions of Congress un- 
less the money is furnished for them. 

As Representative Cochran of Missouri said in the 
last Congress in opposing reduction of the appropria- 
tion, “Thig is the only Government commission which 
sérves to protect the mass of the people.” All its 
work is undertaken with that motive, and in most 
cases, as in the Power Trust expose here cited, thé 
results have been highly profitable to the public. 
Funds voted to thé Trade Commission pay a high re- 
turn in benefits to the people. Farmers of the 
Middle West alone are saving some $30,000,000 an- 
nually, according to Mr. Bane, as the result of its 
successful fight, some years ago, against the Pitts- 


| burgh-plus system of price-fixing. Opposition to the

The technical points of feasibility are no obstacle, 
the report says; the chief difficulty is political. There 
can be no gainsaying this observation. The world 
has seeh too many instances of how the munitions 
lobbiés bring pressure to bear on peace conferences 
and national legislatures to doubt that political inter- 
ference is the chief barrier. At present, when our 
Congréts is considering a measure empowering the 
President to join with other nations and place an 
émbargo on arms shipments to belligerénts, the mu- 
nitions lobby is massed in full force against the pro- 
posal. It will require bold independence on the part 
6f the world’s public men to resist the influence of 
the munitions makers, who make their huge profits at 
the expense of world strife and unrest. 

It has already been shown, in an earlier League re- 
port, how the arms interests foment war scares, in- 
fluence public opinion to favor war-like policies, bribe 
government officials, issue false reports to inspire 
armament races and subsidize sections of the press. 
It was one of Woodrow Wilson’s hopes that arms 
manufacture would some day be taken out of private 
hands. The proposal for Government supervision and 
international agreement on quotas for manufacturers 
does not go this far, but it gives promise, if it can 
be adopted, of helping attain world peace. 
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THOSE RUSSIAN PRINCESSES. 

On behalf of American manhood, we blush at the 
charming compliment paid to it by those 4000 Rus- 
stan princesses, baronesses and other aristocratic 
women, exiled at Harbin, Manchukuo. These titled 
ladies are interested in acquiring husbands, just 
like ladies quite untitled, and they want Americans. 
Not because Americans are rich. Ah, no! Because 
they are more considerate and unselfish, more af- 
fectionate and loyal than other men. 

We are not certain what can be done about this, 
but we are heartily in favor of doing something. 
Not that we have not a certain misgiving. Cheer- 
fully admitting the stperiority of the American hus- 
band over the Rooshian or the Prooshian, he is not 
entirely a paragon, as the odalisques of Harbin have 
yet to discover. And what of them? Are they 
equipped for anything but “walking in beauty like 
the night,” eating caviar and recalling the faded 
glories of the Romanoffs? 

In other words—and let us make our platform 
clear—can they cook, séw, bring up children, keep 
the house in order and adhere to the family budget? 
Until this questionnaire is answered, we fear it will 
be impossible to put the subject on the agenda. 
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A MUNICIPAL DRIVER’S LICENSE. 

A municipal driver’s license ordinance is to Be sub> 
mitted to the St. Louis Board of Aldermen, and to 
the legislative bodies of a number of other Missouri 
cities, patterned after Kansas City’s ordinance. The 
measure will be sponsored by the Automobile Club 
of Missouri. 

A driver's license law is now in effect in 26 states. 
Repeated efforts have failed to get it through the 
Missouri Legislature. At the session recently ad- 
journed, it passed the House by a substantial major- 
ity, but was beaten in the Senate. Its lustiest oppo- 
nent in the upper chamber was Senator Casey of Kan- 
sas City, who, seemingly, is a more powerful legisla- 
tive factor at the Capitol than his home town’s 
City Hall. Why he opposed it, why anyone can intélli- 
gently oppose it, is a baffling question. 

The purpose of the measure is safety. Any person 
physically or mentally capable of driving an auto- 
mobile can get a license for a nominal fee. Once issued, 
the license is ordinarily good for a lifetime, unless 
forfeited by such reckless or careless driving as to 
make the driver a public menace. The professional 
criminal, the fellow with a protracted police record, ' 
as so many gangsters have acquired in théir continu- 
ous jousting with the courts, is out of luck where the 
driver’s license law is on the statutes. 

Experience has justified this law, which has sub- 
stantially reduced accidents. Its passage by our Lez- 
islature, it was claimed, would save 100 lives a@ year. 
But when the State fails, as Missouri/has failed in 
this instance, the cittes must make the best of it un- 
til the Legislature performs its duty. Kansas City 
blazed the trail. St. Louis and the other cities will 
do well to follow that lead. 


ILLINOIS’ SALES TAX INVALIDATED. 

In a unanimous opinion, the seven Justices of the 
Illinois Supreme Court have invalidated the 3 per 
cent sales tax which has been in effect in Illinois for 
more than a month. This knocks out thé means by 
which Gov. Horner sought to raise $60,000,000 a year 
to provide for those who are without .employment, 
and creates a truly serious emergency revenue prob 
lem for the new administration. The couft held 
that under the present State Constitution it is im- 
proper to exempt motor fuel (already taxed) and 
farm products, which were left untaxed in the inteér- 
est of the already tax-burdened producer. It also 
held that it is a violation of the Constitution to stip- 
ulate that funds not needed for unemployment relief 
might be used for the replacement of property taxes

Unregulated growth of American cities has resulted in large waste and destruction of 
values in older districts; disintegration is attributed to low building standards, un- 
warcanted spread of municipalities, unbalanced urban design and real estate specu- 
lation; definite planning, based on probable future needs, is urged as remedy. 


From an Address by Harland Bartholomew, Engineer of the St. Louis City Planning

F al] man’s créations, the average Amer- 
() ican city is about the most wasteful, An 
increased debt structure and ever-mount- 
ing taxes are manifestations of deep-seated 
economic ills. The unsatisfactory living con- 
ditions from which so much of the popula- 
tion has attempted to escape are plain evi- 
dence of low environmental standards. Both 
for this réason and because of unsound eco- 
nomic practices, our cities are faced with 
wholesale egonomic disintegration through- 
out most of their areas. 
Every large city in this country lost pop- 


ulation in its central areas between 1920 and . 


1930. Typical was St. Louis, which lost pop- 
ulation in 38 per cent of its total area of 62 
square miles, all centrally located, in 10 
years. How long can our cities withstand 
such an economic shock? Disintegration 
of this character is doubly wasteful, for not 
only doeg it vastly increase.the capital debt 
and overhéad expenses to furnish public 
services in the néwer outlying districts, but 
in the older central districts values are de- 
stroyed and revenues reduced While munic- 
ipal services must be continued. This is a 
vicious cirele of inestimable danger. 

The causes of disintegration may be listed 
as follows: low environmental standards in 
buliding development; unwarranted spread 
of the city, induced by new forms of trans- 
portation; exaggerated ideas of population 
growth; unbalanced design of the city, re- 
sulting from improper arrangement and dis- 
tribution of land uses; excessive speculation 
in real estate; the individual’s erroneous 
ideas of escape from the city and lack of 
community responsibility. 

What, then, are’ the rémedies needed to 
prevent the disintegration of American 
cities? They are: a careful estimate of the 
total popllation to be provided for in the 
néxt 30 to 50 years; a scientific determina-

Would it not be the very essence of écon- 
omy to determine how much area will reul- 
ly require sewerage, water, paving and vari- 
ous othér municipal services, rather than 
to scatter these facilities indiscriminately 
over wide areas in response to the demands 
of real estate speculators? 

The speculative debauchery in city real 
estate has surpassed the excesses of the 
stock market, but it is as yet scarcely appre- 
ciated or understood. The blocks and blocks 
of vacant and obsoléte property, industrial 
as well as residential, constitute an ever- 
increasing burden of overhead ex . Our 
cities are too much like an apple that is 
firm and attractive on the outside, but is 
slowly décaying around the core. 

Only about one-tenth of the total frontage 
of the whole main thoroughfare system can 
ever be absorbed for commercial purposes. 
Despite this fact, most such frontage is still 
considered as commercial, and owners usual- 
ly insist that it be so zoned. Only about 1 
per cent of a city’s area can be absorbed 
for multiple dwellings. Nevertheless, these 
structures are usually permitted to invade 
single-family dwelling areas, with the result 
that they help to blight about 10 times ag 
much property as they can absorb.

The Court of Appeals, in an opin- 
ion delivered by Associate Justice 
Willis, in answer to the contention 
that Embrey owed a duty to the 
caddy to exercise ordinary care not 
to injure him, and, having seen 
where the boy was stationed, he 
was under an absolute duty not to 
hit him with the driven ball, pointed 
out that the rule contended for 
“would make the players insurers 
of the safety of the caddies, and 
no such doctrine applies in a negli- 
gence case.” 

The court also said: “It is the 
duty of the driver of a golf ball 
to exercise ordinary care for the 
safety of persons réasonably with- 
in the range of danger. But ordi- 
nary care in such situations does 
not require the impossible. A play- 
er is not able to control either the 
direction or the déstination of a 
golf ball driven by him. No testi- 
mony discloses any breach of duty 
by Embrey. He struck the ball but 
he could not control it, and it was 
to be expected that the caddy 
would watch it and keep out of 
its way. 
“No duty to give. notice of the 
intended drive existed for the bene- 
fit of the boy who was already 
aware of the player's purpose to 
send the ball in his general direc- 
tion, and who was stationed where 
he could watch the play. He (Em- 
bréy) struck the ball in the usual 
and customary way, and the un- 
fortunate results that followed were 
not traceable to any fault upon his

The bank operates in Illi- 
nois, Missouri and Arkansas. 

“This act,” Netherland said, “#8 
of great importance also to the 
hundreds of thousands of other 
farmers who are in debt. 

“To the Federal Land Bank bor- 
rowers it means that on instal- 
ment payments due July 12 and 
thereafter the interest rate on their 
long-term, amortized, first mort- 
gage loans from the Federal Land 
Bank for a period of five years will 
be reduced to 4% percent. The 
rate paid by borrowers from this 
bank now varies from 5 to 6 per 
cent. 

“The Federal Land Bank also will 
be able to make loans, through na- 
tional farm loan associations, dur- 
ing the next two years, carrying a 
4% per cent interest rate for the 
first five years, and the regular low 
rate thereafter, which is consider- 
ably lower than that prevailing 
throughout this district. 

General Reduction Predicted. 

“By reducing the rates charged 
by the Federal land banks, it is 
anticipated, indeed expected, that 
rates charged by many other mort- 
gage holders will be reduced, as 
these banks, since their organiza- 
tion in 1917, have established a 
minimum rate in the farm mort- 
gage field, other institutions 
individuals following closely  be- 
hind.”

During the next two years the 
Federal Land Banks have authority 
to issue their tax-exempt, long- 
term bonds in an aggregate not ex- 
ceeding $2,000,000,000. These bonds 
may bear an interest rate not to ex- 
ceed 4 per cent and this interest is 
to be guaranteed by the United 
States. To make these sécurities 
still more attractive, Congress made 
them eligible as security for 15-day 
loans from the Federal Reserve 
Banks to member banks. This gives 
them a greater marketability and 
liquidity. These bonds may be sold 
to the investing public to secure 
funds to loan, or they may be ex- 
changed with holders of duly re- 
corded first farm mortgages. Also, 
after a period of one year they may 
be sold to refund outstanding issues 
of Federal Land Bank bonds, pro- 
vided funds from such new bonds 
are not needed to make new loans.

Gastric Flu 


HERE is a certain amount of 
T disagreement among medical 

authorities as to whether there 
is such a thing as gastric influ- 
enza. 
Nevertheless, common experience 
shows that there is a type of gastro- 
intestinal disturbance associated 
with influenza. y 
The distinguishing features of 
gastric influenza are, that to begin 
with, it is not a disease singularly 
confined to the abdomen. Primarily 
the body as a whole is affected. The 
early symptoms are those of in- 
fluenza, namely, headache, malaise, 
muscular pains and a mild degree 
of fever. The gastro-tntestinal dis- 
turbances follow these symptoms. 
Clinically, we find that. the ab- 
dominal disturbance is found gen- 
erally associated with evidence of 
disturbance in the throat and the 
chest. The abdominal systoms, 
however, usually overshadow the 
rest. 


The patient complains of dis- 
comfort or pain in the pit of the 
stomach. There may be some 
slight vomiting, the appetite is 
poor or completely lacking and the 
patient feels and appears depressed.
